tions while in this city and since their 
disappearance. 
The latest developments 
and the 
question which is y et unsolved, is 
what became of their trunk? 
On the 
day before their disappearance Mrs. 
Pauley was seen to pack clothing in 


cl trunk. 
When 'they left the trunk 
went also and it was not taken to 
Indianapolis as they were arrested in 
the Terminal station and had no bag­ 
gage whatever. The theory has been 
advanced ¡that Pauley had a hand in 
the numerous robberies which have 
occurred recently in this city and the 
neighbors believe that if the trunk is 
found it will help clear the case and 
also show that he 'had a confederate. 
The trunk is thought to be in this 
city and the man who is keeping it 
helped Pauley 
remove it from 
the 
house on the night they left. 
This 
theory seems very reasonable since 
he could not carry it very handily by 
himself, and his wife is such a frail 
woman that she would be unable to 
Beverly White, Chicago Newspaper 
render an assistance, it would there­ 
fore be necessary to have some help.'

SEA SO N IS MANY W E E K S LATE 


Farmers Who Would Plant the First 


Week in May Are Doomed to 


Disappointment. 


Judge Blair is to have a set of 
rules for the local court. 
Yesterday 
he appointed a committee composed 
of Donald Smith, John H. Kiplinger 
and Wallace Morgan to draft a set of 
rules land have them printed. 
Then 
the attorney s of the city will vote on 
them, and, in case they are adopted, 
they will be display ed in the court 
room. 
After that the rules will al­ 
way s be observed by the attorney s 
who plead and practice before the lo­ 
cal bar. 


The month of May promises to be 
the 
hardest in the history 
of the 
Rushville postoffice foo* die employ es 
as a result of an order received by 
Postmaster Charles Fra zee 
y ester­ 
day . 
The order is from Postmaster Gen­ 
eral Hitchcock, and was accompanied 
bv a large number of blank 
forms 
which will be used in making reports 
of the work demanded by the depart­ 
ment alt Washington, D. C. 
One clause of the order reads as 
follows: “You are hereby instructed 
to instruct each rural carrier on a 
route emanating from y our office to 
determine the number and weight of 
(the several classes of mail matter de­ 
livered and collected on his 
route 
each day for a period of one month.” 
The order goes on to say that ev­ 
ery piece of mail, incoming or out­ 
going, must be classified and counted 
that is received at the Rushville office 
during « the month of May . 
First the 
mail must be counted, then it must be 
classified as to first, second, third or 
fourth class. It is then to be separat­ 
ed inlto divisions including register, 
special and all frank mail, and the 
number of pieces in 
each 
division 
counted. 
The divisions include mail­ 
ing department, box, city , rural and 
general delivery . 
All outgoing mail received at the 
office must be separated into divis­ 
ions, classified and counted the same 
as the incoming mail. In addition to 
classify ing all mail as to first, second, 
third or fourth class each of these 
classes have subdivisions as follows: 
First class; 
second class, news­ 
papers at pound rate, magazines at 
pound rate, transient, with stamps a f­ 
fixed (1 cent for 4 ounces), local de­ 
livery (1 or 2 cents a copy ), free in 
county ; 
third class, circulars! and 
other third class; fourth class; con­ 
gressional franked, letters and other 
matter; 
other franked 
(including 
departmentail), letters and other m at­ 
ter; 
foreign letters and other mat­ 
ter; registered. 
Postmaster Fra zee say s that the 
new order means the greatest amounit 
of work for the month of May that 
the office has ever been called upon 
to turn out in a single month and that 
it will be necessary for all the em­ 
ploy es of the office to work as rap­ 
idly as possible and every minute of 
the time they are on duty . 
He and 
his deputy expect to help with the 
work every minute they can. 
The new order does not apply to 
the Rushville office only , but to ail the 
offices in this district, which includes 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky . 
No excuse for the extra work has 
been forwarded from Washington, but 
it is the opinion of Mr. Fra zee the de- 
pa rtmenlt 
wishes ¡to 
equalize the 
amount of expense money granted the 
various offices and that it is neces­ 
sary to get the reports the depart­ 
ment has called for in order to de­ 
termine this. He say s the local office 
will be ready to begin the 
arduous 
'task next Monday morning. May 1. 


Falrmers arev further behind with 
their work at present than they have | 
been for many y ears, according to 
many prominent tillers of the soil liv­ 
ing in the vicinity of Rushville. 
The 
incessant rains of the last few weeks 
have caused the ground to be so wa­ 
ter-soaked that little progress has 
bee<n made for over a month. 
The 
rams have ceased but the farmers 
have been able to do little work in the 
fields y et, due to the condition of the 
ground. 
The result is that not one-half of 
the com ground in Rush county has 
been broken. 
There are many able 
and scientific farmers who likes to 
have their corn in the ground before 
the first, of May , but the majority of 
them will be disappointed this y ear. 
Others think that the first or second 
week in May is thne enough and still 
others, perhaps with more wisdom, 
adhere to the old ruie, the blooming of 
the dogwood or tlie oak leaves. The 
greater part of those who wish to 
plant the first or second week in May 
» are doomed to disappointment but it 
is very likely that most of the corn 
in Rush county will bo planted by the 
time the dogwood begins to blossom 
ou t. 
The 1 rest time to plant corn in any 
given season is best determined the 
following autumn after ¡the crop has 
been gathered. 
Many philosophical 
farmers point out that the very delay 
that is now causing so much uneasi- 
neess may prove to be very useful. 
At any rate ifhe rains of the last few 
weeks have had a good effect on the 
wheat crop and have benefited the 
grass which will be used for pasture, 
so fanners declare.

It seems that he refus­ 
ed to do so 
and the 
patrons 
are 
righteously indignant. It is said that 
attorney s have been consulted, the 
school laws have been read carefully 
and that some of the patrons arc 
making active preparations to fight 
the case. It is not known whether or 
not the trustee has hired a successor. 
Miss Trobaugh 
seems to 
be thé 
unanimous choice for the position. 


That the new 
registration 
law 
winch is a product of the last Gen­ 
eral Assembly , will be very costly to 
Rush county is 
evidenced by 
th e 
many little things that will cost th e 
taxpay ers and which must be p aid 
for. 
It has been estimated that th e 
law will cost Rush county a t least five 
thousand dollars before the three reg­ 
istry day s will have become a matter 
of liistory . 
In every precinct in 'the county , and 
the same clause holds good all over 
the State, a board consisting of an 
inspector and two clerks shall hold 
three sessions during each election 
y ear; 
one in May , another in Sep­ 
tember and another in October, twen­ 
ty -one day s before the election. Ow­ 
ing to the very loose wording of th e 
law, it is possible for the board to sit 
three day s a't each 
session. 
Th e 
inembers of the board are paid 
th e 
liberal rate of four dollars per day . 
All they need to do in order to be in 
session three day s at each meeting is 
to “discover” five voters who will pe- 
•tition them to remfaiin* together during 
that period of time. Each man would 
receive twelve dollars for each board 
meeting of a total of thirty -» six dol­ 
lars for the three meetings during 
'the y ear. Then the cost of the board 
in each precinet Tor a y ear would be 
one hundred and eight dollars. There 
are thirty -two precincts in the coun­ 
ty . which means that the wages of the 
members of the boards 
alone will 
cost the taxpay ers $3,456. 
There are numerous other expenses 
which will be incurred by the board. 
Each member of the various boards 
must be fed while they are working 
for the county and receiving four 
dollars a day for their trouble. 
The 
meals generally come at fifty cents 
each and it is easily possible to figure 
what that would amount to with nine­ 
ty -six men having hungry mouths and 
asking for feed. 
The law further 
stipulates 
that 
there shall be a certain amount of 
legal advertising, the cost of which 
will reach one hundred 
dollars or 
more. Aside from that the stationery 
of the board util amount to about one 
hundred and fifty dollars, so it has 
been estimated. 
The new law does specify , however, 
that the boards shall be in session 
from 5 a. m. until 6 p. m. and shall 
continue until 8 o’clock p. m. if ap­ 
plicants for registry shall appeiifa* ev­ 
ery five minutes. 
Here would be 15 
straught hours which clearly entitle 
board members, under the 
election 
law, to two day s’ pay . And election 
boards are not. as ta rule, given to 
asking less than the law gives them 
and no one can blame them for that. 
That is only some of the “little 
things” in the law which have been 
pointed out. by local attorney s. 
The 
election of last y ear only cost about 
two thousand dollars, while one ses­ 
sion of the registry boards all over 
'the county will make that much mon­ 
ey look like thirty cents.

mite where the detectives who paid 
; them to plant it can find 
it.

“The people instrumental in 
McNa- 
j mara’s arrest will have to produce 
good evidence to show w hy he wanted 
to blow up the Los Angeles Times 
when he is a member of the structural 
iron workers. 
“Their ease might have looked bet­ 
ter had they arrested a member of 
the ty pographical union. 
The West­ 
ern Federation went through just such 
a siege. 
It is hard on the individual, 
but it strengthens the organization 
and solidifies labor. 
All unions came 
to our support and now7 the Western 
Federation will reciprocate. 
We will 
take official notice of the arrests as 
soon as it is necessary , and w7e stand 
ready to levy and pay an assessment 
of $5 each on a membership of 50,000 
to help defray tie expense? of this, 
the second great fight that has been 
started by the enemies of organised 
labor against its principles.”

Lex ington J unction. Mo., April 25.— 
“ You never will get us to Los An­ 
geles alive,” was the declaration made 
aboard the Santa Fe flyer by J ames 
W. McNamara, who with his brother, 
J ohn J . McNamara and Ortie McMan- 
igal, is accused of blowing up the Los 
Angelts Times building,, according to 
officers having the men in charge. On 
this train are J ames McNamara and 
McManigal.

Condition of Peace. 


Paris, April 25.— President Diaz of 
Mex ico has cabled the Paris newspa­ 
pers that the government of Mex ico 
is confident that internal peace will be 
restored. 


Mex ico City. April 25.—Señor De La 
Barra, minister of foreign affairs, says 
that the prospects for peace are ex ­ 
cellent. 
' 


El Paso, April 25.—There has been 
no agreement as yet, though Francisco 
MVdero, commander-in-chief of the in­ 
surrectos, has met the peace commis­ 
sioners several times, There is a hitch 
now on how the arrangements will be 
carried out*, Madero wants the fed­ 
eral government to name com mission­ 
ers who will be able to act in a bind­ 
ing manner for the federal govern­ 
ment. He would obviate the necessity 
of carrying on so much telegraphic 
correspondence with Mex ico City. 
One of the demands of Madero is 
that the provisional government gov­ 
ernors now' on duty in the states of 
Chihuahua, Durango, Coahuila and So­ 
nora be allowed to remain in office 
until an election can be held, the fed­ 
eral governors for these states retir­ 
ing. 
Madero will also insist that his men 
must not be disarmed. 
If they dis­ 
perse they are to go to their homes 
with their arms. 
This is to be part of 
the federal guarantee of good faith. 
If good faith is not shown by the gov­ 
ernment, then the war can be re­ 
sumed. 
Madero will insist that the disband­ 
ment shall no t be in the n ature o f a 
surrender. 
is willing, it is stated, 
to have a certain date set fo r ending 
the war. after which all men with 
arms will be co nsidered traito rs o r 
bandits. 
He will insist that ample 
time be given all the men in arms in 
all parts o f the co untry. 
AH who return to their ho mes and 
cease o peratio ns by the date set are 
to be exempt fro m pro secutio n fo r any 
act o f war they may have co mmitted 
against the go vernment during the 
time they have been in arms, up to 
and including the date set fo r final 
disbandment. 
Madero will insist that his men no w 
in o ffice in the fo ur states named and 
the lo cal o fficials who m they have 
placed, be retained, as he claims they 
have been selected in acco rdance with 
the will o f the peo ple and that their 
installatio n is the first step to ward 
refo rms. 
He will co nsent to the 
o ther go vernprs remaining in o ffice 
pending the expiratio n o f their pres­ 
ent terms, meantime the no -re-electio n 
clause to be ado pted in all states and 
by the natio n, so that full and free 
electio ns will be held as o fficial terms 
expire. 
As to the carrying o ut o f the re­ 
fo rms o ffered by Diaz, Madero is will­ 
ing to accept the assurances o f the 
cabinet and the men who are acting 
in behalf o f the cabinet and the presi­ 
dent—Braniff, 
Obrego n, 
Hernandez 
and his father.
